Wasuineaton, D. O., Jan. 17.—The Orth 
rebellion against Speaker Keifer’s commit- 
tees is likely’ to only i part succeed. Mr. 
Orth, it now seems probable, will not be 
able to induce the House to adopt his views 
as to a radical change ig the method of or- 
ganizing the committees But the movement 
which he has inaugurated will probably have 
the indirect effect to defeat the attempt made 
by Mr. Robeson and the Committee on Rules 
to relieve the Speaker ef his embarrassment 
by creating fifty-eight additional places on 
important committees fot the dissatisfied. . 


sistence. an air of vie- 
tory, which soon disappeared. in the face of 
almost certain defeat. If Robeson was frank 
in his statement to the House today, that one 
reason for urging the adoption of the rule 
increasing the number of members on the 
committees was to relieve the overworked 
committees of their burdens, he was not in- 
formed as to the facts, for the truth is that 
the resolution trom the Committee on Rules 
seems to be framed upon no such 
principle On the contrary, it is 
framed so as to increase the number 
of places which would be regarded 
as desirable positions by the army of malcon- 
tents whom it is the purpose of the resolu- 
tion to mollify. The records of the commit- 
tees show this to be the fact. An examina- 
tion of the calendars of different committees 
shows the recommendations of the Commit- 
tee on Rules are not apparently based upon 
the relative amount of labor imposed upon 
the different committees. 
FOR EXAMPLE, 

the Committee on Invalid Pensions had on 
its calendar this morning 99 bills referred 
this session, while the Committee on Agri- 
culture had eleven bills on its calendar. It 
is proposed to increase the membership of 
each of these committees from fifteen to nine- 
teen, while it is not proposed to increase at 
all the membership of the Committee on 
Private Land Claims, consisting of eleven 
members, which has nearly 500 bills on its 
calendar. It is proposed to increase the 
membership of the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, which has nineteen bills and resolu- 
tions on its calendar, from eleven to fifteen, 
and to create a new standing committee of 
thirteen members on Interoceanic Canal 
and Foreign Inland Transportation, which 
will have charge of many matters that would 
otherwise be referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs. It is als@® proposed to in- 
crease the Committee on Post-offices and 
Post-Roads, with forty bills: on Pacific Raii- 
roads, with six bills; on Mississippi River 
Improvements, with three bills; and on Pub- 
lic Lands, with 102 bills, from eleven to fif- 
teen members each, and it is not proposed to 
increase the Committee on Naval Affairs, of 
which Robeson is a member. 

ALMOST THE ENTIRE SESSION OF TODAY 
in the House was occupied in the considera- 
tion of the resolution. The House appears to 
be decidedly against the resolution, and the 
tactics pursued. by its friends in trying to 
force it through without allowing time for 
discussion is not making it any more accept- 
able to the majority of members. Robeson, 
who has the resolution in charge, tried to 
muzzle the House today, but was severely 
rebuffed and forced to recede from the posi- 
tion he had assumed. Ile did this with con- 
siderable grace. His attempt to force the 
previous question on the resointion threw the 
House into confusion, and for a few minutes 

THE WILDEST EXCITEMENT 
prevailed. Members jealous of the right of 
free discussion clamored to be heard. From 
all sides Robeson’s demand for the previous 
question, which would have cut off amend- 
ment, was greeted with cries of “Vote it 
town!” Questions as to whether members 
had no rights greeted the Speaker on all sides, 
until finally the storm of indignation proved 
too much for even Robeson, and he with- 


After a motion by Robinson, of New York, 
to lay the whole matter on the table had been 
defeated by a vote of T3to 174, and Page, of 
California, had moved an amendment de-

the ground that he was not confining himself 
to the question at issue. The Speaker. wiser, 
however, than his friends, judiciously de- 
clined to rule him out of order. Taking up 
the ‘Judiciary Committee, Hutchins said ‘it 
was not properly arranged. It had not a 
single member from New York, New Jer- 
sey,or Vermont. It had several members 
from one judicial district, none from others. 
COMING TO THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND 
MEANS. 

he said every part of the country should 
be represented upon it, and yet New York, 
Connecticut, and Vermont were unrepre- 
sented in its membership. The Pacific States 
had no representative upon it. The Third 
Judicial District had three members of the 
committee, all of them from Pennsyivania. 
The Sixth District had three. Ohio is lo- 
cated in this district. The Eighth District 
had two, making eight of the members of 
the committee, a majority to mold its legis- 
lation, coming from three judicial circuits.

THE BANKING AND CURRENCY COMMITTEE 

A great many important measures come 
before it, and every part of the country 
should be represented upon’ it. Yet the 
Fourth, Fifth, and Ninth Judicial Circuits 
were not. “Think of it,” said Mr. Hutch- 
ins, “all the vast territory from Maryland to 
Texas unrepresented on this committee!” 
He proceeded to the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, before which was to come the im- 
portant question of reconstructing the navy. 
On this committee the Sixth, Eighth, and 
Ninth Judicial Cireuits were unrepresented, 
leaving only six of the circuits having repre- 
resentation upon it. One of these circuits, 
the Third, having four members ot the com- 
mittee. As to 

THE PACIFIC RAILROAD COMMITTEF, 
to which the rules of the House required 
that all matters relating to the railroad and 
telegraph lines of the Pacific coast should be 
referred, it had @ot a single member from a 
district-west of the Mississippi River. Com-

THE QUESTION OF A REMEDY 
for this state of affairs, he said there were 
only two courses left open—one to com- 
mence anew, the other to leave the matter 
alone. He was not in favor of the commit- 
tee’s resolution, because he didn’t believe in 
patching up an old building. The remedy 
was in the future, and in taking the appolut- 
ment of the committees out of the hands of 
one man. The Speaker, he thought, had too 
much power—he virtually controlled the 
legislation of the House through the ap- 
pointment of the committees. This should 
be remedied, and the Speaker should not be 
allowed to be the dictator of the House, the 
arbiter of the legislation of the whole coun- 
try. 
MR. KASSON 

next got the floor. It was easy to see that he 
is the natural leader of the House. He 
spoke for over ten minutes, but received 
very marked attennon, members leaving 
their seats and grouping about him. Half 
the members from the Democratic side came 
over and took: positions near him, listening 
closely, and at the conclusion joining in the 
applause with thelr Republican colleagues. 
In a few sentences Mr. Kasson had described 
the situation.

that much dissatisfaction existed, but there 
had not been much complaint. He believed 
the sentiment of the Mouse was that the 
Speaker had done his duty as he 
thought best, and it was their duty 
as members to stand by his action. He 
criticised the resolution as coming not from 
the House, nor from the committees it was 
proposed to increase, but from the Commit- 
tee on Rules. No Committee Chairman was 
rising in the House to say the membership of 
his committee was insufficient. Here Mr. 
Kasson touched on the generally-received 
opinion that the object of the resolution was 
to heal grievances by making places for dis- 
satisfied members, and said, on principle, he 
thought it wrong to arrange the committees 
with regard to the personal desires of mem- 
bers. He went on to express the opinion 
that small committees were more manage- 
able than large ones, and, alluding specially 
to the Committee on Ways and Means, said 


~his recollection was that, when it was smaller, 


fewer bills remained unacted upon at the 

end of a session. He thought a committee 

of three would get work back to the Houss 

quicker than one of thirteen or nineteen. 
\CONCLUDING, 

he said: 

If we are not satisfied with the appointment 
of the committees by the Speaker, let us, asa 
deliberative body, appoint a committee to con- 
sider a better method. It is no disrespect to our 
Speaker to suggest this. The Speaker shonid 
be removed from the influence of temptations 
while he is a candidate and is seeking for votes. 
It is to the interests of the country that the per- 
petual assaults now made upon him while he is 
a candidate shall be done away with. 

Robertson, of Louisiana, followed in a 
speech in favor of leaving the right to orig-

He argued that the 
Speaker at present haa too much power. 
The extent of it was neither more nor less 
than to dictate the legislation of the House.

This motion was lost by a vote of 107 
to 140, and further discussion was cu¥ off by 
a motion to adjourn. The discussion will 
most likely be resumed tomorrow, and Robe- 
son has intimated his intention of limiting 
debate to one hour by moving the previous 
question. 

IT IS A MATTER OF COMMENT 
that the introduction of Orth’s amendment 
at the stage at which it was introduced was 
a parliamentary mistake, as it provoked the 
opposition of the Nicaraguan people as well 
as the friends of the amendments offered to 
the committee’s resolution. It is also thought 
by some that the Republicans should have 
taken advantage of the motion to lay the 
whole matter on the table to puta stop to 
further washing of their linen in public. Tne 
Democrats greatly enjoy the discussion, and 
are preparing to take every possible ad- 
vantage of it. 

THE CHIRIQUI Jon. 

It was announced in the last Congress, 
with very great persistence, that the scheme 
to appropriate $200,000 to purchase coaling- 
stations at Chiriqui was a job, and that the 
persons who desired to sell these coaling- 
stations to the Government had no title to 
them, but that the old grant under which 
they claimed title had long since lapsed, and 
that the land was solely under the control of 
the Colombian Government. The discus- 
sion excited much interest in the last Con- 
gress. MeMahon, of Ohio, for instance, 
charged that private secretary of Mr. 
Hayes, Rogers, was actively lobbying 
for the scheme before the Committee on 
Appropriations. Mr. Rogers satisfactorily 
explained his connection with the matter, 
but the Secretary of the Navy under Gen. 
Garfield declined to pay out the money, and 
so reported the fact to Congress. He had 
doubts both as to the title and as to the ne- 
cessity or propriety of any coaling stations. 
This morning the Naval Committee succeed- 
ed in passing through the House a resolu- 
tion calling upon the Secretary of the Navy 
for all the information and correspondence 
relative to this Chiriqui matter, and direct- 
ing, meauwhile, that the department should 
withhold the money appropriated by Con- 
gress for that purpose. The plan to secure 
these stations is undoubtedly dead, and the 
present movement may possibly result in 
giving the inner history of what many think 
to be a conspicuous job. 

ME. SECRETARY HUNT SAT DOWN ON. 

While the Naval Committee sustained the 
Secretary of the Navy in his attitude as re- 
gards Chiriqui, it took direct issue with him 
as to his course with respect to 

THE ADVISORY BOARD 
which sat during most of the summer to pre- 
pare a pian for the creation of a new navy 
and for rendering the present navy efficient. 
There were twe parties in the Advisory 
Board, and the antagonism between the con- 
structors, engineers, and others became so 
sharply defined that the parties came to be 
known in navy circiesas Hunt and anti- 
Hunt parties. The.Secretary of the Navy 
very much desired a unanimous report, but 
could not receive it. The minority, consist- 
ing of the mast experienced naval construct- 
ors and éhgineer officers, differed radicaily 
as to details, facts, and theories, and declined 
to sign the majority report. 
THE STRICTEST EFFORT 

was made at the Navy Department to prevent 
the minority report from being published, 
and it was sent back atone time with the 
request (if it was not a direction) that it 
should be modified. The minority report was 
modified in some particulars, but even then 
tlie Secretary declined to vermit it to be 
made public, and refused even to allow Con- 
gressmen weil informed as to naval matters 
to examine it. Mr. Hewitt, of New York, 
for instance, applied to see it, and was re- 
fused, the Secretary holding the theory that 
the report was his private property, that the 
Government had no concern with it, and that, 
if Congress wanted the information which it 
contained, it could get it in the way that 
it saw fit. The consequence was that a reso- 
lution was introduced by Mr. Hewitt, which 
the Naval Committee adopted and greatly 
extended, calling upon the Secretary of the 
Navy for the minority report, as weil as the 
majority report, together with all other in- 
formation necessary to inform Congress as to 
the exact condition of the American navy in 
the point of view of its effectiveness on a 
war basis. 

MR. THOMAS, OF ILLINOIS, 
alone seemed to represent the Secretary of 
the Navy in this matter. Mr. Thomas moved 
to strike out that portion of the committee’s 
resolution which called for the minority re- 
port, and characterized the attempt to secure 
this report as a slap in the face of 
the Secretary of the Navy, arguing 
that the report was his private 
property, and suggested that, if Congress 
wanted it, they might summon these same 
gentlemen and take their testimony. Mr. 
Thomas did not seem to think that that 
would require a considerable amount of time 
and a very considerable amount of addi- 
tional expense to obtain information which 
had already been prepared by officers paid 
by the Government in Government time. 
The House rebuked the theory that the Navy 
Department was the private property of the 
Secretary, an opinion altogether too preva- 
lent among the executive officers of the Gov- 
ernment, and decided, in effect, that Mr. 
Hunt (who, although named a Secretary of 
the Navy, in reality was

The answer to 
that was, they were given control of issuing 
the circulating medium of the country. 

WAS NOT THAT A MONOPOLY ?| 
Banking was free in the sense in which rail- 
road-building was free, but both were mo- 
nopolies, where no competition existed as 
against aggregated millions of investment. 
It was gratifying to hear it sometimes said 
that limitations upon the power of the banks 
to make profits may be so great that they will 
not continue to perform the functions of 
their organizations, although the counter- 
statement was as often heard that their ex- 
cess of patriotism would cause them to fly 
to the help of the Government when it 
is in danger. But che fact would soon be 
manifest that,so long as the Government 
guaranteed to mem the issuing of circula- 
tion upon a free untaxed 3 per cent bond; 
they would not attempt to go out of exist 
ence. These advantages were a burden upon 
the people, but, so long as these advantages 
existed, they would exist.

WILLIAM NEAL. 


Progress of His Trial for Participation 
in the Ashland Horror a Few Weeks 
Ago—Ellis Detalis the Sickening Par- 
ticulars of the Terrible Occurrence. 

dpectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
CATLETTspuRG, Ky., Jan. 17.—The six adai- 
tional jurymen in the case of the Common- 
wealth against William Neal, one of the Ashiand 
murder fiends, were secured this morniny, and 


the trial proceeded with in earnest. The jury | 


is composed of solid, law-abiding citizens, and 
is one to which any weli-behaved citizen could 
safely trust his life. The crowd in the court- 
room was very large, and clearly demonstrated 
that the excitement engendered by the 
first exposure of the crime has in no- 
wise been allayed. The taking of evidenge 
for the prosecution commenced at 2 v'clock, 
when Ellis was put on the stand. 
His manner affords a difficult prodlem for the 
student of human nature. He recited the terri- 
ble crime with a firm voice, and. when confront- 
ed with the bioody ax and crowbar,the imple- 
ments that rushed three lives into the mysteries 
of the hereafter, moved not a muscle of his 
face, but explained with painstaking care the 
way in which his associates had wielded the 
weapons. At times his voice dropped to a whis- 
per, While his eyes wandered restlesly about 
the court-room, but he gave at all times 
respectful attention to the lawyers, and 
was evidently disposed to make his testimony 
as lucid as possible. The range allowed the de- 
fense by the Court is astonishing even to one 
accustomed to the Kentucky law. Neal's 
lawyer, who, by the- way, is a son of Judge 
Brown, persisted un inte ting the witness 
regarding matters that had only the remotest 
connection with the case. He frequently asked 
the witness what made him say so and 60, and, 
in questioning Ellis as to what hand he placed 
on the Thomas giri’s shoulders, vividly recalled 
to mind the old negro minstrel gag, that “If 
George Washington took the hatchet 
in his right hand, then old man 
Washington must have been left-handed.” Just 
before adjournment, and when patience was al- 
most threadbare, Judge Brown auncunced to 
the lawyers representing Neal that they were

Scoville Continues to Scold 
Away, Much Like a 
Fishwife. 


The Crime of the Assasin Has 
Been Mentioned Too 
Often. 


No Chance Has Been Given 
the Jury to Forget 
Garfield. 


The Assasin Allowed to Reaf a 
Short Protest to the 
Court. 


Speculation Now Widespread as 
to Which Way the Jury 
Will Hang. 


Washington People Acting Like a 
Great Herd of Fools, Male 
and Female. 


COMMENTS. 
SCOVILLE’S ASININITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuineotoy, D. C., Jan. 17.—The Guiteau 
case will probably be given to the jury on 
Friday (hangman’s day). .Mr. Scoville oc- 
cupied all of today and will require the 
whole of tomorrow to conciude his speech. 
He could hardly have followed the advice, in 
his argument today, of those eminent un- 
known counsel who, he has claimed, have 
been instructing him in matters of criminal 
practice, for from his method one would 
almost think the case on trial was of Dis- 
trict-Attorney Corkhill, Davidge, and Judge 
Porter. The ancient maxim that. When you 
have a bad case abuse the plaintiff's counsel,”’ 
Mr. Scoville carried out to the fullest extent 
today. His speech consisted in great part ot 
criticism of the Government counsel. Many 
will be disposed to think that he went far 
beyond the limits of legitimate criticism of 
his legal opponents, and entered into the do- 
main of 

UNJUSTIFIABLE DENUNCIATION. 

He criticised the most minor things in the 
conduct of the prosecution. He complained 
once more of their politeness to the jury, 
and urged that it was unjust that the defense 
should be bound down by an iron rule of 
law, when there probably never has been a 
criminal! trial in which the prisoner has been 
granted such wonderful latitude. He spoke 
of the Government witnesses as spies, 
charged the Government attorneys with mu- 
tilating the evidence, denounced Judge Por- 
ter as vain, as controlled by passion, as pros- 
tituting his talents for money to hang an in- 
sane man, and, last of all. warned them to 


BEWARE OF “JUDGE PORTER’S BONY FIN- 
GER AND TUEKATRICAL MANNER.” 


As for Dist Attorney Corkhill, Scoville 
pronounced upon him anathema maranatha. 
He said that “if this man were hanged, if he 
went to the gallows through the evidence, 
and arts, and practices resorted to by the 
prosecution, in after years, if con- 
science does its duty, that scene 
will come often to the gentleman 
[Cork hill. A vision will come to him at 
night. A voice will come from that shape- 
less head under a black cap, saying: ‘It was 
God's arm and not mine, Corkhili,’in the 
tones of a lunatic. He may now seek to ride 
on the wave of popular vengeance, but, like 
the harlot who was crowned and called a 
goddess by the Parisian mob, when the re- 
action came he would be left stranded on 
the shore of popular disgrace.”’ 
AS FOR THE CASE AT BAR, 
Mr. Scoville went over thestory of Guiteau’s 
life again, rehearsing it in the detali which 
has become familiar, dreary, repulsive, and 
monotonous to the jury, the court, and the 
country. He maintained that Guiteau was, 
beyond question, insane, and spoke in assur- 
ance of the results of the trial. 
THE JURY. 

As the time for the trial to end approaches, 
there is increasing interest as to the probable 
action of the jury. Of course, everything re- 
lating to the jury is speculative. The gen- 
eral impression has been that they will 
promptly return a verdict of guilty, but there 
are gome who claim that they have seen cer- 
tain signs which indicate the jury will disa- 
gree. Some go so far as to say that they now 
stand 9 for conviction and 3 for favoring, 
even naming the latter. There is for this sup- 
position but the slightest foundation. 

THERE IS A DIFFERENT VIEW, 
however, held by some. For instance, a dis- 
tinguished New York lawyer has given it as 
his opinion that, feeble as in some respects 
the defense has been, it has clearly made®ut 
that Guiteau belongs to that class of crimi- 
nals who, when the plea of insanity has been 
set up, have not been found guilty and Rave 
been confined as lunatics. This is the view 
taken quite largely by lawyers and persons 
who view it as an ordinary case. The law- 
yers and others specially interested in behalf 
of the criminal now express considerable 
confidence that the jury will not 
convict. It has even deen report- 
ed that the father of one of the 
jurymen, Bright, died in an insane asylum. 
It appears that. Mr. Bright died at the resi- 
dence of one of his daughters, in this city, 
of typhoid fever, but, during a considerable 
portion of the latter part of his life, he was 
confined in the Government Asylum for the 
insane. Itis Juror Bright as to whom law- 
yers who have followed the trial claim there 
are doubts, and the general impression 
seems to be that, if the jury is hung, it will 


| be through his acceptance of the theory of 


Insanity. 
THE INTENTIONS OF THE COURT 

are not known, but it is entirely within its 
power to postpone the Appellate term if it 
should be foreseen that the trial would run 
past next Monday. ‘The case could then be 
taken up at once, and the term could be 
closed as soon as the appeal was decided, 
bringing execution within thirty days from 
that time.

Wasurncoron, D. C., Jan. 17.—Mr.Scoville 
resumed his argument a little after 10 
o’clock, and was at once interrupted by Gai- 
teau, who bad been looking over toward the 
jury for some minutes in an anxious or ex- 
pectant manner. Hadn’t I better deliver it 
now?” he called out. 

“Oh, yes,” replied Scoville, “I had for- 
gotten.” Then, turning to Judge Cox, Sco- 
ville said: “Hedesires, your Honor, to pre- 
fer a request that he be allowed to address 
the jury. I have looked over the paper which 
he desires to read, and see nothing in it of an 
objectionable character.” 

7 GUITEAU'’S ADDRESS. 

Judge Cox nodded assent, and Guiteau 
said: “I have written down what I wish to 
say, and I will read it. It is in regard to my 
speech.” He then read, with considerable 
emphasis: 

I intend no disresnect to this honorable court. I 
intend no controversy with this honorable court. 
In general,lam satisfied with the law as pro- 
pounded by your Honor; but | have suggested a 
still broader view, which 1 ask, your Honor to 
follow—to-wit: that if the jury believe that [ 
believed it was right to remove the President, 
because I had special divine authority so to do, 
and was forced to do it by Deity, that will acquit 
on the ground of transitory mania. Sickles, 
McFariand, and Hiecock were aqguitted on the 
ground of transitory mania. In my speech pub- 
lished in all the leading American papers 
yesterday, and which 1 presume your 
Honor read, I gave my ‘reasons for 
asking your Honor 80 to charge. Reed 
made a brilliant and iawyer-like plea for 
the defense, and Scoville is making a strong 
argument for bis theory. but neither Reed nor 
Scoville represent me in this defense. lam here 
as my own counsel, and, as stated at the opening 
of the case, no one can represent me to that 
jury. I koow my feelings and my inspiration in 
removing the President, and I have set it forth 
to my satisfacaon in my speech published yes- 
terday; and I ask your Honor, in the name of 
justice. in the name of the American people, to 
allow me to address a jury of my countrymen 
when my life may be at stake. If a man onthal 
jury bas a doubt as to his duty in acquitting me, 
my speech will probably settle him in my favor, 
and therefore, in the interest of justice, it is of 
the greatest importance they hear me in my de- 
fense. Your Honor can decide the matter if you 
have any doubt as to your duty. 


SCOVILLE 
began with a general complaint, alleging un- 
fairness on the part of the prosecution, par- 
ticularly of the Prosecuting Attorney. He 
had from the beginning prescribed who 
should visit the jail, and who should not. 
He had introduced persons into the prison- 
er’s cell under a faise guise, to worm out his 
secrets, and when the prisoner said anything 
which might inure to his (the prisoner’s) 
benefit, the Prosecuting Attorney had been 
very careful not to let it become known. He 
complained of Corkhill’s unfairness to de- 
stroy the notes of stenographer Bailey so 
that the defense could not have the benefit of 
them. The conduct of the prosecution in the 
court-room, he alleged, was not only unfair 
to the defense, but was often discourteous 
and more befitting a police court than this. 
SCOVILLE UNWITTINGLY RAISED A SMILE 

by declaring as one count in his indictment, 
that the Government had acted unfairly in 
putting upon the stand so many witnesses to 
prove the act of killing, “ Going over and 
over the horrors of the scene,” seid the coun- 
sel, “ and I declare that it was a shame and a 
disgrace the exhibition made here by the 
prosecution for the purpose of influencing 
7 8 feelings and emotions rather than your 
judgment.“ 

Cerkhill (sarcastically)—We should have 
been more polite and sympathizing toward 
the prisoner. 

Scoville then criticised severely the course 
of the prosecution in refusing to permit the 
prisoner to address the jury fora brief hour 
or two, simply because they feared he might 
disclose, by his manner of speech, 

HIS TRUE MENTAL CONDITION. 

In alluding to the discussion on the propo- 
sition to allow the prisoner to speak, Sco- 
ville quoted the District-Attorney as having 
said that if the prisoner should be allowed 
to speak, it ought to be from the dock. 

Col, Corkhill—i said nothing of the kind. 
I protested against his return to the counsel 
table, and 1 said it would bea disgrace to 
have him speak from the dock. 

Guiteau called out— Well, I have been a 
good boy lately; so you’d better let me out. 

Scoviile then called attention to the letter 
written by Guiteau to the Distriet-Attorney.

spirit of unfairness. 

Davidge (smiling)—Oh, just assume that 
one of the conspirators cut it out. 

Col. Corkhill—I suppose what you are 
driving at is that you want the jury to think 
I cut a slip out of that letter. 

Scoville—I believe that it was done by you,

New York, Jan. 17.—Occastonal dispatches 
have of late been sent from Chicago stating that 
Western railroads complain that the White Star, 
Inman, Guion, and other steamship lines dis- 
criminate against them in immigrants 
to the Western States. AS there is ho direct 
connection between the Western roads and the 
steamship lines, there has, it is Claimed, beeu uo 
diserimination. The secret of the whole trouble, 
it ts said, is that the Western roads refuse to

“ Practically it is impossible for one passenger 
train on the Peunsylvania Railroad to run iuto 
another,” said a former official of that road yes- 
terday. The biock signal system there used,” 
he continued, is so periect that with the aid of 
flagmen, who are provided with torpgpoes, * tel- 
escoping is an impossibility.” 

So a reporter visited a sigual station near Jer- 
sey City and saw the working of the system, and 
had it explained by the operator in charee. 
Thore are seventy signal stations between Jer- 
sey City and Philadelphia, ten of them Deing 
east of Newark where the trains are the most 
frequent, over 200 passing every day. At no 
place on the road does altrain run four mile; 
without passing one uf these stations. At cach 
one there isa telegraph operator, with three 
telegraphic instruments, one being used simply 
for sending general messages. Another instru- 
ment sends nove but signal messages to Jersey 
City, and the third is connected with only three 
stations, and Js for local purposes.

A DAY OF JUDGMENTS. 


Two Chicago Firms Fall into 
the Clutches of Their 
Creditors. 


Meyer Bros., Dealers in Notions, Have 
Liabilities Amounting to About 
$170,000 ; 6 


While Lockwood, in the Tea and 
Tobacco Lines, Owes 
$130,000. 


MEYER, BROS. & CO. 
A NOTIONS HOUSE SUSPENDS WITH LIABILI- 
TIES OF $170,000, 

Jacob, Moses, Herman, and Robert Meyer, 
trading under the firm-name of Meyer, Bros. & 
Co., at Nos. 200-202 Monroe street, their busi- 
ness being wholesale white goods and notions, 
yesterday made an assignment to Bernard 
Mergentheim for the benetit of their creditors. 
During the forenoon Deputy-Sherif! Best made 
a levy oo the stock in trade to satisfy Judgments 
amounting to $45,060. A reporter called upon 
Mr. E. E. Prussing, attorney for the firm, and 
asked particulars. Mr. Frussing said that the 


total liabilities were about $170.000, of which 


$45,000 were secured. The assets, consisting of 
goods in stock, accounts, and bills receivable 
nominally represented $190,000. He believed 
that a settlement would be effected with small 
loss to the creditors. 

Meyer Bros. & Co. came to this city from 
Quincy, Lil, about two years ago. Their avail- 
able capital at that time was believed to be 
about $50,000, and they stood well with the 
trade and manufacturing houses generally, hav- 
ing conducted a successful business at Quincy 
for several years. They brancbed out rather 
too freely for the amount of capital at their 
disposal, and their failure is attributed to the 
fulling-of in sales and siowness in collections 
withio the past two months.

THE ASSIGNEE’S STORY. ‘ 


The assignee, Mr. David Mergentheim, the 
well-known leather dealer, was found at his 
store, No. 186 Lake street, and readily imparted 
all that be knew about the smasb-up. 

I have known Jacob Meyer a great many 
years,” said be, and I have no sort of doubt 
that his failure, though the result of bad judg- 
ment, isa perfectiy honest one. He ought to 
have s in Quincy, where he was doing weil, 
instead of coming to Ubicago two years ago and 
branching out as he did.“ 

“What was your first intimation of his 
financial condition? 

“He came to me saturday and actually begged 
me to be his assiguee in case be tailed to make 
certain arrangements in the East and was forced 
to give up business. I disiiked to make any 
1 but de pleaded so hard with me that 

finally consented, in case be found bimself un- 
able to make the arrangements he hoped to. He 
then consulted his attorney, Mr. E. E. P Anf; 
hed all the necessary assigument papers wade 
out ready for use in case be failed in his nego- 
tiations, and started that night for New York to 
see the Pavitic Nationa! Bank. believe it ia, 
one of bis largest creditors. Y@sterday he tele- 
graphed to Mr. Prussmg that he bad been una- 
bie to make a settlement, instructed bim to file 
the papers in court, and said he would be here 
himself tomorrow (this) murning.” 

“ What is the tinancial condition of the firm, 
as hear as you have arrived at it?“ 

“T have not had time yet to look into the 
books, and can only answer your question in a 
general way, from what be toid me aad from 
what I bave been able to learn otherwise. When 
the firm took stock Jan. 1 they had about 8100. 
000 worth of goods ou band. Their nominal as- 
sets, | suppose, may be given at somewhere near 


Aud their liabilities?’ 

“They probably owe about $150,000, including 
the banks and all the other crediturs, preferred 
and unpreferred.“ 

“Generally speaking, what was the cause of 
the failure?’ 

“They overstocked themselves with first- 
class, costly A loaded up with them, 
aud then couidn’t get rid ot them. Within the 
past three months they haven't done half the 
business they expected to do, and now the sea- 
son for selling 2 of the best parts of their 
stock is past. said to me Saturday that 
they had expected todo av large business, 
but the business didn’t e. trouble was, 
he bought about $50, more goods than he 
ought to have bought. ‘The goods are all there, 
but they couldn't sell them., and now the trade is 
largely supplied with this —— ht ge and 
the business is over. I underst they had 
fourteen agents out on the road, and yet they 
were unabie to sell and make the turn.’ 

“ What do you think the ürm will pay?“ 

» They think they can pay their creditors 0 
cents on the dollar, and | should say that was 
a very fair estimate, from what I know of their 
afairs.”’ 

“ You are satisfied that the failure is a per- 
fectly legitimate one?”’ 

“Entirely so. I wouldn't touch it if I thought 
it wasn't; and if [should find out differently I 
should give it up.“ 

A COMPETENT OPINION, 

Mr. John T. Chumasero, the credit man in the 
house of J. V. Farwell & Co., was interviewed 
in reference to the failure. Tas TRIBUNE re- 
porter asked Mr. Chumasero what he knew 
about the standing of the Meyer Brothers, and 
he replied: 

They came to Chicago from Quincy about 
eightcen months ago with u capital reputed to 
amount to $75,000. v4! dealt principaily in 
notions, and their line of business was the most 
profitable in the dry-goods trade during the pust 
year. There have been few, if auy, failures in 
that line. They always paid their bilis with us 
every Saturday, like other jobbers, and stood 
well as to credit.” 

* Ry what cause do you attribute their fail- 
ure?’ 

»I dave no idea how they came to break. It 
seems strange that with the amount of capital 
they had and the short length of time they 
have been in business they should come to this 
abruptending. As I said, I have heard of but 
ve few failures, and do not see how the 
2 d have been weakened, being such a sm 

rin. 


“Do you think the failure will bave any ap- 
preciabie effect upon the dry-goods trade or 
com mercial business in general? 

None at all. They were new-comers here and 
a small firm anyway. Most of ‘their indebted- 
ness is in the East, but it will not affect the 
Standing of the reliable Chicago houses, and 
there ure tew weak firms of any magnitude 
here. I do not believe they owe much money to 
Chicago firms, and business here would go right 
along just the sume if half a dozen such tirms 
were to drop out of sight. The failure of 
Knowles, Cloyes & Co. and of Sibley & Dudley 
did not affect the grocery or general trade in 
the least. A few creditors were bitten, and their 
experience will teach capitalists and suppiy* 
bouses to be more wary with whom they deal, 
and that’s about all. I know of but few Chicago 
bouses that have suffered for lack of trade or 
from bad credits during the past year.“
